“It was really fun for me to tie 
them up to the poles and dance around 
them. As soon as they got tied up, I was 
like, ‘Oh, now you can’t get me! I can do 
anything I want...'

Of course, Meg did come 
back -sort o/'- in the episode Som Under 
a Bad Sign, when Sam's possessed by the 
same demon. So what did Aycox think of 
Padalecki's portrayal of the character she 
made popular? 

“That’s .something I’ve been asked in 
every Q&A I’ve done about Supematurcd," 
Aycox points out. "But imtil recently 
I hadn’t seen it! So after I was asked again 



at EyeCon, I thought, 'That's ridiculous, 
Nicki, you’ve got to watch it, you've got to 
see what he did.’ I think for a bog time 
1 was scared that I’d see something and 
say, 'Ob no, I don’t act like that!’ But he’d 
mentioned that he’d watched my scenes 
and watched me, and so I took a look and 
he was absolutely wonderful. I was 
nothing but flattered. I have a lot of my 
own personal mannerisms that I just 
threw in, like little tics and looks and 
things like that... and 1 think he was able 
to pick up on those just hy us hanging 
out together in Vancouver. I was really 
impressed with him for being able to pick 


another day in that type of situation is 
why there was the ‘thank you.’ Of course, 
when time passes, you start to realize all 
of these things that happened to you, and 
[that] they were horrible. You're going to 
go through another phase, another stage, 
end sometimes that's regret or sometimes 
that’s depression or sometimes that's 
anger. So for me, going into it, I looked 
at it as another phase for Meg. She’s past 
relief and the anger has come.” 

It was really easy for Aycox to get back 
into character because, as she puts it, “It 
wss almost like a day hadn’t passed. When 
I walked on set, the crew was the same, 
everyone was like, ’Nictdl’ There was no 
getting-to-know-you-again period, it was 
just jump-right-in and that’s what I love 
about going back to Supemaiural. Every 
time I’ve gone back it’s been as if no time 
has passed, because I feel like I belong. 
They always welcome me and make me 
feel that way." 

Despite the familiarity of the 

experience on her first day back for 
Are You There, God? It's Me... Dean 
Winchester. ‘Sared and 1 were working 
leather the first day [shooting the] scene 
with the fire gun. I’d never had one of 
those shot at me, and what happens is this 
kind of ribbon thing comes out of it and it 
explodes and creates fire. I’d actually had 
a little bit of an accident when I shot Over 
Then. I got shot by a dust bullet from 
an AK-47, and within 10 seconds it had 
welted up my leg. So when they pointed 
that gun at me and they were about to call 
action, I said, ‘Wait, wait, wait... You’re 
gonna be standing iftof close to me?' And 
they said, 'No, it’s okay,’ and I said, 
'Alright, but 1 really don’t want my face 
burned olT’ And Jared joked, ‘It's okay, 
you have insurance, don’t you?’ 

“They kept assuring me that it'd he 


Ultimate^, though, Padalecki’s great 
performance only left fans longing even 

“I miss her," soys Aycox, echoing her fans’ 
sentiments. “But I didn't feel like 1 wss 
really changing that much when I went 
back for this last episode [Are You There, 
God? It's Me... Dean Winchesler]. Meg 
was still angry.

Singer, turns out to be a goldmine 
of information (and, as we all know, 
he continues to be!) He shows the 
Winchesters how to make a Devil's 
Trap: a special symbol that will

The three hunters torture the 
imprisoned Meg with holy water, 
trying to discover where she’s 
stashed John.

After Bobhy points out that 
the demon possessing Meg is evil, hut 
the girl the demon is possessing ian t, 
Sam begins an exorcism.

blasted out of her body and back 
to Hell, the effects of the tumble 
she lookout of a window lin 
Shadow I take their toll, and she 
diee in Sam’s arms. With her last 
words, she tells the boys that 
their father’s being held in an 
apartment complex called Sunrise 
Apartments, in Jefferson City.

’Their father is being guarded 
by two demons, who are quickly 
subdued by fire extinguishers filled 
with holy water (the Winchesters 
ere nothing if not inventive...) and 
imprisoned behind lines of salt. To 
the boys’ relief, John is drugged 
but alive. They haul him out of 
the window as more demons pile 
into the building, but as they 
head back to the car, one of the

John tells him he did 
he right thing, and that he’s 
iroud of him. 

As they talk, a storm starts 
xj blow and the lights dicker 

on the way. Sending Sam off to 
check the salt lines around the 
building, John asks Dean for 
the Colt, but Dean isn’t 
stupid. He’s suspicious that 
father praised him for using 
a bullet from the Colt, a bullet they were 
Buppoaed to be saving to kill the Yellow- 
Eyed Demon. He refiises to hand the 
weapon over, much to John’s annoyance 
and Sam's dismay when he returns. 

But Dean was right to trust his 

yellow. He's the Demon! In a dash, he 
hes Sam and Dean telekinetically pinned 
and the Colt in his grasp. As the hoys 
struggle, he accuses them of killing his 
family (the demon inside Meg, as well 
aa the demon in the alleyway who was 
beating Sam). The Yellow- 
Eyed Demon tells Sam that 
he killed both Mary and Jess 
because they got in the way 
of his plans "for you and all 
the children like you." 

Dean, meanwhile, is doing 
his trademark ’Dean' thing, 
offering up a barrage of 
insults to needle the Demon. 
The Yellow-Eyed Demon 
decides to punish him, using 
to slash at Dean's 


demons, Tom. pounces on Sam and 
viciously bents him. Only a well-timed 
bullet from Dean stops him short: 
a bullet from the Colt, no less. It's 
a good thing Dean didn’t li.sten to Sam 
and leave it behind... 

The three Winchesters dnd an 
abandoned cabin and hole up for the 
night to tend to their wounds. Dean 
admits to Sam that he knows he killed 
the innocent man the demon was 
possessing, and that it scares him how 
far he'll go to protect his famUy. To his 


Demon suddenly resurfaces! John breaks 
the Yellow-Eyed Demon’s hold on Sam just 
long enough for Sam to grab the Colt and 
shoot his father in the leg. Injured, John 
falls to the ground, begpng Sam to shoot 
him dead 80 that the Demon within him 
can die. Dean recovers consciousness 
across the room and, conversely, begs Sam 
not to kill John. Torn, Sam hesitates 
a moment too long... and the demon 
leaves John's bo^. 

A short while later, Sam drives the 
three of them to the nearest hospital. 

Dean is slumped over in the back seat 
while John, despite the bullet wound in 
hia leg, is still capable of being very 
annoyed with Sam, He chides him for 
disobeying orders - they could have 
killed the Yellow-Eyed Demon once and 
for all! But Sam, glancing at Dean in the 
mirror, knows he did the right thing. His 
family has given up too much already for 
him to have shot and killed his father. 

Suddenly, from nowhere, a giant truck 
slams into the Impala’s aide and runs the 
car off the road! As its driver sits in his 
cab - his eyes demon-black - the

Castiel explains that his true form cannot be 
seen by humans [as the psychic Pamela Barnes found, at the i^ « • 
her eyes), and inhabits the body of a devout man in order to interact 
with Sam, Dean and others. 

in some Roman Catholic texts, angels are seen as corresponding 
to the days of the week. H is said that Castiel, for instance, s the 
enoel of Thursday.

^Stne highest-ranking angels, the 
✓^Archahgels are probably also the 
most tamiliar to even the most casual 
observer of Christian traditions. 

Some angels were not named In the 
Bible, though the four most Important - 
the Archangels - have been named as 
Gabriel, tylichael, and Raphael, with the 
name of the last varying according to 
oulture or orthodoxy. In soma accounts 
! of the fourth has been given 
as Uriel (Muriel, in some accounts). In 
Supernati/ra/, however, Uriel Is apparently 
under the command of Castiel, though 
whether this means he is of a lower rank 
is not yet known.

the New Testament, It is said there are 
in archangels - Michael, Gabriel, 
Raphael, Unei, Baguel, Zerachlel, and 
Remiel.

The Right Hand of God was seen as someone who was an extension of 
God's power, tike Jesus Christ himself. The Left Hand of God, 
meanwhile, is a derogatory term for someone who performs 
objectionable acts In God's name. This Is in line with the ancient belief 
that left-handed people were connected with the Devil, who la 
traditionally depicted as being left-handed. Another word for left- 
handedness Is sinistral - which derives from the Latin word sinister, 
which of course also means evil.

M itch Pileggi doesn’t 

hesitate for a second when 
we ask him his favorite 
moment from the shooting 
offo The Beginning. “KissingAmy!” 
he laughs, referring to his character's 
lip-lock with actress Amy Gumenick, who 
played his on-sereen daughter Mary. His 
character Samuel was possessed by the 
Yellow-Eyed Demon - and Samuel was 
Mary’s father, which obviously added 
a whole new level of 'ick’ to the scene. 

"Poor girl!" Pileggi remembers. “I was 
like, Tm sorry you gotta kiss your dad 
- this blows!’ She was so cool about iti 
I was angsting about it more than [Amy] 
was. She was fine, but I was like, ‘Oh no, 
you gotta kiss an old guy!'” 

Pileggi might have guest-starred in 
only a single episode of Supernatural, hut 
he certainly left a massive impression on 
both the series and the hearts of fans 
- probably because he was lucl^ enough 
to play not one but two important 


characters in the show’s myth-arc; 
Samuel Campbell, grandfather to Sam 
and Dean, and the demonic Azazel (the 
Yellow-Eyed Demon). 

The actor had to do some 
preparation for the latter role, having 
never watched the show before... “You 
know, I hadn’t,” he reveals. “My wife 
had watched Supernatural and she 
loved it and always talked about it, but 
I never got around to watching it,” he 
reveals. “After I saw it I said to Eric 
Kripke, 'Why am I not watching this 
show? It’s good!’" 

Because he'd never seen 
Supernatural, Pileggi also had no 
inkling as to why In The Beginning 
was shrouded in so much secrecy during 
filming. "I had no idea that nobody 
knew that Mary or her family were 
hunters; that was a big thing they 
didn’t want getting out,” he says, with 
a wry chuckle. “After that I realized 
how huge it was for the fans!”

A s many reading this will probably 
know. Mitch Pileggi ia no 
stranger to the world of horror and 
science fiction. “1 think 1 can 
attribute that to walking into a room 
one day and meeting Wes Craven on 
a movie that I did,” the actor muses 
(the film was 1980’a Shocker, in 
which he played a serial killer back 
from the dead). "That pretty much set 
me up ia the horror, sci-fi and fantasy 
genre for a long time.” 

Since then he's appeared on 
a multitude of shows, most recently 
popping up in a recurring role on 
Stargate: Atlantis. But there’s one 
on his resume that has a link with 
Supernatural - 2003’s Tarmn, which 
was where he met Erie Kripke, who 
was writing and producing the series. 
“Eric was a:nX-Files fan before we 
even met, so he was aware of me. 

I think that may have had a lot to do 
with me getting called in and meeting 
him in the first place. Of course, David 
Nutter fthe director of Supernatural’s 
first two episodes] was also the 
director of the pilot for Tarsan ." 

Which brings us to the one role 
everybody associates with Pileggi: 
Assistant Director Walter S. Skinner 
in The X-Files, which, just like 
Supernatural, was also filmed in 
Vancouver (for the first half of its 
run. at least). Given that several 
other X-Files alumni have moved onto 
Supernatural, was it a little bit of 
a rennion when he made the episode? 

"There were quite a few people 
from the old X-Files crew working on 
the show," Pileggi agrees. “I work up

Are them nny specific Instruments that 
you tend to use on the show? 

CL Jay and I have used instruments 
specifically for certain situations, such as 
the out-of-tune piano every time we dealt 
with the Yellow-Eyed Demon. When [Sam 
and Dean are] traveling on the road, we use 
way more guitar. And we use slide guitar 
when they’re Interacting with Hell. We 
definitely use instruments to create moods. 

Are there musical motifs that carry over 
between episodes and seasons? 

CL fhere’s some thematic material from 
the pilot that came back whenever the 
Yellow-Eyed Demon was involved. Also, the 
electric cellD is something that's used in 
terms of the boys' relationship with their 
dad [that] spanned over multiple seasons 
as well. People say that maybe things have 
become a little more emotional than season 
one.
